"Uncle Dick" lii honor of Wootton, 
and the old scout always watched for 
Ita appearance and smiled proudly as 
It thundered to tho top of tha pass 
with Its hoavy load.

WORK OF ANCIENT BUILDERS 


Methods of Thousands of Year* Ago 


Seem Crude Today, but They 


We. re Effective. 


Dr. 0. 8, Fisher of tho University 


of Pennsylvania 1ms recently spent uii 
fears at tho head of arclieologtcal ex- 
peditions to Egypt, and among his dis- 
coveries were BOIIIO which 
help to 


make the methods of the ancient bulld-^ 
ers less mysterious. Three thousand 
years 'before Christ they were work- 
Ing an alabaster quarry at Kl Amar- 
ria, 11 "miles from tho J«'ltb and 200 
Miles aboye Memphis. From this quar- 
ry they transported blocks of alabas- 
ter, each many tons In weight, lo Mem- 
phis in Iho following niiinncr: They 
built a road, much as we should build 
It now, from tlio quarry to the river 
bank, 
with 
u 
smooth 
surface of 


pounded stone. 


Tho blocks were qdurrled by means 


of wooden wedges driven In at In- 
tervals along the clcuvago line. When 
soaked with water, tho wedges ex- 
panded and split off the stone, which 
was then shaped and dressed with 
chisels nnd drills of very hard bronze. 
The blocks wero mounted on sleds 
and dragged by gangs of slaves Iho 
11 miles to the river, the road being 
watered, possibly oiled,- to make it 
slippery under the sled runners {they 
had no wheels). Down the river the 
blocks were floated on rafts, to be 
dragged Dually to the building Bites. 


ARE LEARNING ABOUT STARS 


Men of Science Beginning to Believe 


They Know Something . Con-

The first 
successful 
attempt 
to 


measure stellar distances was made 
In 1838 by Bessel, who determined the 
parallax of 61 Cygnl, n Ilttlo star of 
tho slith magnitude which had at- 
tracted attention uy its great proper 
motion of five seconds of arc n year. 
At the beginning of the present cen- 
tury 40 or 50 parallaxes hud become 
known and In recenl years progress 
In measurement has 
become 
very 


rapid. Greenwich observatory reports 
the determination of the parallaxes of 
.60 slars a year, while some American 
observatories arc doing oven more. 
American astronomers have in prepa- 
ration a catalogue giving the paral- 
laxes of 8,000 stars nnd It Is expected 
that within n-yery few years the dis- 
tances of all stars visible to the naked 
eye .in the northern hemisphere will 
have been made known, as well as 
those of many fainter stars.- 
The 


parallaxes ore determined by both 
trigonometric and siwctrpscople meth- 
ods, while n third method cnn bo ap- 
plied to many double stars. "

Evidently the Western cabbage flea 


beetle was not hatched to die by 
poison—at least by sprays of arsenical* 
found so effective against many crop 
Insect pes!s. It may be driven away, 
however, by poisonous applications, 
and herein lies the methods of control 
discovered by specialists of the bureau 
of entomology, United States Depart- 
ment' of Agriculture^ whoso experi- 
ments In combating the pest are de- 
scribed In Department liulletlp 002, 
The Western Cabbage Flea licetlc," 
recently published. This Insect Is by 
no means confined to cnkbnge, but fre- 
(juenlly does serious Injury to turnips, 
radishes, mustard, kale nnJ other colo 
crops, to sugar bccls, lable beels and 
under excc-ptloiml conditions to beans 
nnd pens. 


Dainty In Habits. 


The beetles, it Is said, are dainty In 


tlielr feeding habits, carefully avoiding 
foliage that hug been sprayed, and at- 
tacking cither unsprayed parts or fly- 
Ing to other plants. Itepollents such 
as tobacco dust were found to be the 
most effective of those tested, and of 
the areenlcals, heavy applications of 
nrsenate of lead gave the most satis- 
factory results. 


A formula that gave excellent re- 


sultn was arnonate of lead paste, 1 
pound; fish-oil soap, as a sticker, 1 
pound; and water, 10 gallons. Half of 
this weight of powdered lead arsenal*, 
or 2W pounds In 60 gallons of water. 
Is equally effective, with a correspond- 
ing quantity of soap, to act as an ad- 
hesive, or "sticker." It should he ap- 
plied with a sprayer fllted with elbow 
extension, and special effort should be 
made to font thoroughly the under 
surface of thc'lenves. Two or three 
applications at five to eight-day Inter- 
vals are sufficient, even In case of se- 
vere Infestation, provided the first 
plication Is mnilc promptly on the first 
appearance of the Insect. 


Control by Nicotine. 


The pest ran also be controlled by 


nicotine sulphate, one-half pint, 40 
|>cr cent solution. In 50 gallons of wa- 
ter, with 2 prjimds of Knap ' added, 
which Is n deterrent. 
It Is not pos- 


sible, however, to cont'rol this Insect 
entirely when It occurs In Its great- 
est nbtmrlnnce. 


In nildlllni.i. It Is desirable to keep 


the plants' thrifty nnd well watered. 
Meclinnlciil.and crop traps can be used 
with :idvnniii!.'p. Clean culture Is al- 
ways advisable.

months, beginning to cnll out the poor 
producers just us soon as they stop 
laying, which is usually In July and 
August.1 When n hen Is laying her 
comb will be large, full of blood, and 
bright red In color. As she stops lay- 
ing, 
the comb becomes smnJ! nnd 


shrunken, pale or {lull In color, and 
•is usually rather hard. Another good 
Indication to nse In .selecting those 
hens which strip laying early Is molt- 
ing, as the hens that start to.molt 
early—that Is, In July ami August— 
are usually Ihe poorest prodncc-ra. 


While a hen which haJJmolted most 


of her feathers Is very easy lo pick 
out by sight without examination, Ihe 
only 
way to ascertain 
accurately 


when the liens begin to molt Is to han- 
dle them. Before tho body nnd wing 
fenthus are moiled In any great num- 
ber you will find short pin feathers 


I growing thickly on the back and In 


the feather tracts running back from 
the breast, indicating that these hens 
have started 
to molt and probably 


have stopped laying If their combs 
and general appearance Indicate non- 
production. The pelvic, bones are also 
helpful in making thla test as these 
two bones tend to close up when the 
hen stops laying.

This pyramid la three times as 
large as tho great Cheops pyramid 
near Cairo, Egypt, and In Us construc- 
tion giant blocks of stono were used.

tory. The nearest living survivors of 
these very ancient nnlinnls nro tho

scorpions,

where In tho Irnplcs, nnd llmulns, tlio 
familiar hormMioc crab of our At- 
lantic e?n shores. 


For this reason tho limulus have 


long been n favorite study with Pro- ' 
fessor Fatten, for It now gives us the 
best picture of high life na It wns 
many millions of years ago. These 
facts have been fully nnd clearly set 
forth In his new bonk on "The Evolu- 
tion of the Vertebrates nnd Tholr 
Kin." 


This long and careful study of the 


larger factors In evolution forms his 
new book on "The Orand Strategy of 
Evolution," which Is classed by lead- 
Ing biologists throughout the country 
as one of tho most .significant and orig- 
inal contributions to biology that has 
appeared for years. 


For these reasons Professor Patten, 


accompanied hy Mm. Palten, hns made

Many other things of Interest to bi- 


ologists'were obtained, such as birds, 
butterflies, reptiles and Indian pottery. 
Living In the treetops of the Central 
American Jungle Is a peculiar species 
of large lizard called Iguana, possibly 
the protoiype of the fabled basilisk 
and cockatrice. They have n curious 
little eye In the middle of the head 
like that of the scorpions. 
A rudi- 


ment of such an eye Is still present 
In man, but concealed la the brain. 


These extraordinary creatures form 


a favorite food for'the natives. Pro- 
fessor Patten sliot four of taern Just 
before leaving Costa Klca and brought 
them to Hanover on Ice. 
He also 


brought back to Hanover some live 
scorpions and kept them for a .while 
In'a little glass dish on his stndy table 
until one day most of them nnJortu- 
nately escaped. At last accounts they 
were still running about .among the 
professor's books anslously pursued by 
the professor's wirV, armed with a 
pair of forceps.
